THE CHIEF RABBI.

The following is a copy of a circular letter forwarded by the Chief Rabbi to 
the metropolitan synagogues under his charge not represented at the Council of 
the United Syragogue, and to the Provincial and Colonial Congregations: 

Office of the Chief Rabbi, 16, Finsbury Square, 
London, November 10th, 5640. 

My Dear Sir,—I take the earliest opportunity to lay before you copy of the 
correspondence that has passed between the Council of the United Synagogue and 
myself. 

. I record my profound gratitude to Almighty God for the strength He has 
vouchsafed to me in the endeavour to carry out my responsible labours for a period 
of thirty-five years. But for some time past I have felt that failing health would 
not permit me to devote the same attention as heretofore to the various duties 
entailed by my office. I deemed it right to communicate this fact, in the first 
instance, to the Council of the United Synagogue, as this body represents the greater 
number of the metropolitan synagogues under my pastoral charge, and I asked them 
to take measures for enabling me to secure the efficient discharge of those functions 
which I was no longer able to undertake. The Council, at a meeting held onthe 4th 
inst., gave my letter their valued consideration, and the result was communicated to 
me by their President. As you will perceive from the minute and resolutions 
adopted by that body, copy of which is enelosed, they recommend that I should 
appoint my son, Dr. Hermann Adler, as my Delegate, to perform certain duties of 
the Rabbinate therein specified. 

I now beg to notify to you that I have made the appointment thus considerately 
counselled, feeling assured that this measure will prove beneficial to the Community. 

I will also proceed, as soon as possible, to make arrangements for the periodical 
inspection of the religious teaching in our schools. . 

As for myself, I hope, with Divine help, to continue the general supervision of 


the religious affairs of the Community, and to devote to it such time and strength 
as may yet be spared to me,

Montefiore, signed “K. M.,” to which the Editor has 
added the following : “The readers of this journal are much indebted to the lady 
who has kindly written for them this most interesting and touching record. The 
Women's Protective and Provident League is one of the numerous societies whose 
members have reason to hold in grateful and affectionate memory the name of 
Leonard Montefiore. Introduced to the League just two years ago, by one of his 
friends, who is also a warm friend of the League,—Mrs. Mark Pattison,—Mr. Monte- 
flore gave many proofs of his sympathy in the work. On three occasions, 
November oth, 1877, March 4th, 1878, and so recently as on May 5th of this year, the 
social meetings at the League Kooms were cheered by his presence and by his 
contributions to the evening’s amusement, in the form of a short lecture or some 
well-selected readings. At the annual meeting of the League in June last year and 
at the meeting of the Shirtmakers’ Society, shortly afterwards, he was present, 
speaking words of encouragement and of earnest sympathy. When the members of 
the Union learn from the above memoir how deeply Mr. Montefiore was engaged 
in important political studies and literary work, they will know how valuable were 
the hours which he so cheerfully spared for helping toamuse them. He gave money

ROUMANITIA. 


We understand that a meeting of the Joint Committee of the Delegates of 
the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on Friday 
last at the office of the Solicitor and Secretary to the Board, when a memorig) 
was agreed upon, to be forwarded to the Marquis of Salisbury, in which his 
Lordship’s attention was directed to the manner in which Roumania bad ey 
its obligations under the Berlin Treaty in passing a law by virtue of which the 
rights of naturalisation would be conceded to only a limited number of the 


Jews in Roumania, and praying his Lordship to use his. good offices to defeat 
the intentions of the Roumanian Government. 


The Bucharest correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Tuesday: Mp. 
Abrabam Halfon, a prominent Jewish banker of Bucharest, has been made its 
unpaid Consul-General in Roumania by the Ottoman Government, and the 
appointment has been officially recognised by Prince Charles of Roumania, 


A special telegram from Bucharest to the Jiidische Presse states that the 
motive which induced M. Bratiano to place bis resignation of the Pretniership 
in the hands of Prince Charles was the refusal of some of the Signatories of 
the Berlin Treaty to consider the modification of Article 7 of the Roumapiay 
Constitution as a complete execution of the 44th Article of the Treaty. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Paris Globe telegraphed on the 8th :~ 


“T hear from a trustworthy source that the Jewish question, which it wa 
thought had been settled, is about to enter on a new phase. Certain persons, inti. 
mately associated with Prince Bismarck at the present moment, have interested the 
Chancellor of the Empire in the resistance offered by the Alliance Isra(lite to the 
mode in which the question has been solved in Roumania. The result of these nego. 
tiations is a project according to which the Powers, inspired by Germany, would rm. 
fuse to consider the law recently passed by the Roumanian Chambers as an execution 
of Article 44 of the Berlin Treaty, and would consequently postpone to an indefinite 
period the recognition of the complete independence of the Principality. This ati. 
tude is being actively commented upon here, but the general opinion is that it belongs 
to France to take the initiative in a resolution of this nature, sinée it was Franc 
which brought the protection of the Jews before the Congress of Berlin.” 


OUTRAGES ON JEWS BY BULGARIANS, 

The Daily Telegraph of Saturday last gives the fi llow'og forther details 
of ontrages committed on Jews by Dulgariaus on the occasion of the Prince of 
Bulgeria’s visit to Widdin, particulars of which were published in the Jewish 
Chronicle of October the 24th :— 


Nearly a month ago, the announcement reached the inhabitants of Widdin that 
their new Prince, Alexander of Bulgaria, had signified his gracious intention of 
paying them a visit, and they at once commenced preparations for receiving him ia 
a suitable manner. Triumplial arches were erected in cifferent parts. of the streets 
through which his Highness would have to pass during his insepection of the fortress 
town ; and the handsomest of those temporary edifices was set up and decorated at 
the expense of the Jewish community of Widdin. It was draped in rich carpets and 
velvet hangings borrowed from the synagogue and from the private dwellings of 
the wealthiest members of the Hebrew congregation ; round it were grouped the 
Chief Rabbi and his elders, twenty-four maidens arrayed in virgin white. and twelve 
youths in full evening dress. Asa friendly hint had reached the Rabbi to the effect 
that the Bulgarian police authorities were resolved to play his congregation a shabby 
trick on the day of the Prince's reception, he applied to the chief officials of Witais 
for their especial protection, which was promised to him with all imaginable solem- 
nity. When, however, Prince Alexander arrived within fifty yards of the Jewims 
triumphal arch, a mob of Bulgarian Christians (!) at a sign fiom a police-oll cer ts 
tioned close to the rabbi's person. surrounded the arch and its company of. congrai- 
lants, tore down the carpets and ‘hangings. which they cut into str 
silver ornaments with which it had been decorated, pelted the Jewish de 
with mud and stones, and finally fell upon them with sticks and staves. The unior 
tunate Israelites strove to defend themselves as best they might. anda free fight 
ensued, which lasted for more than ten minutes, within sight and hearing of the

REASON v. SENTIMENT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—About two years ago you did me the honour of inserting a latter 
nader the above heading, in which I endeavoured to show the necessity of sen- 
tiv ent giving way to reason in questions of public administration, and I illus. 
trated my subject by reference to two questions to which considerable public 
attention had then been directed 

Iam again induced to refer to my subject by a letter signed “§.S,” which 

rs in your impression of last week under the extraordinary heading of 
“Reform Ministers in Orthodox Pulpits.” As if any minister can be anything 
bat a “reform” minister in tne logical and reasoning sense of the word : since he 
seeker to eradicate that which is bad in our die positions, and to anbstitute that 
which is good, in other words, to “reform” us; and as if a pulpit can by any 
stretch of sentiment be endowed with any notions either orthodox or subversive. 
Bat after this most illogical heading, your correepondent proceeds to inform 
us what his grievance actually is. He,a member of a community which has 
bound itself to accept certain standards of government and authority in eccle- 
giastical matters, and in questions of synagogal discipline, finds it extraordinary 
that the administrator of these rules, the man bound to carry them into practice, 
is compelled on being appealed to, to object to the delivery of a sermon on one 
of the ordinary occasions of weckly prayer by a gentleman whose avowed mis- 
sion it is to disregard the rules and standards of anthority which he, the ad- 
misistrator, is bound to uphold and to maintain. 

Sermons may or may not be the powerful religious factors which some 
persons imagine they are. Opinion is divided to a greater extent on this ques- 
tion than many believe ; but on one point everyone will be agreed, viz., that the 

sition of preacher is one of greater responsibility than that of any other officer 
in a place of worship, inasmuch as the opinions enunciated, and the lessons en- 
forced, are the outcome of the expcsitor’s own mind, and not, as ia the case of 
the reader or precentor, the mere formula set down for delivery. This reepon- 
sibility bas been still further intensified in some Jewish synagogues as compared 
with other places of worship, by the practice resorted to by some ministers of 
preaching extempore sermons, a practice prohibited in some creeds as unsafe. 

This being the position of a preacher, on ordinary occasions of religious 


_ service, most religious bodies require that he shall be selected from that body of 


clergymen whose doctrines are notin antagonism to those of the congregation 
to whom the sermon is delivered. It would follow as the next stage of legisla- 
tion, that some persons must be designated upon whom the duty shal! fall of deter- 
mining whether av aspirant to the pulpit fulfils this previous condition. Some 
of the Jewieh congregations of London, jealous of the domination of any one 
authority, have provided in the Deed of Foundation and Trust which forms part 
of the constitution of the United Sypvegogue, that “no person shall be per- 
mitted to preach in a constituent synagogue without-the consent of the Board 
of Managemeu' of that synagogue, and of the Chief Rabbi.” 1 believe a similar 

vision is in force in most British congregations.; a safer provision could not 

devised, its concurrent action protecting the congregations alike from the 
freaks of wardens and the caprice of irresponsible authority. 

[ have pursued this line of argument in order to show that the salutary rule 
whieh I have cited could not logically be the object of your correspondent’s 
animadversion ; but while admitting the soundness of the rule, he may question 
the justice and policy of its application to the instance he now cites, and be does 
attack what he calls the inconsistency of its administration. On the question 
of inconsistency his argument is thorovghly untenable; upon his own showing, 
the previous instances to which he alludes were instances of services “ in memo- 
riam,” or of appeals for charity on special occas‘ons ; instances, when the purport 
and object of a discourse must be known befor: hand, and when the day was not 
one of ordinary religious teaching. The objection to the gcntiemen whose names 
your correspondent imports into his letter, is of couree one of principle and i: no 
way personal ; to have objected, therefore, to the tribute of respect of amemorial 
address, or to the appe al for charity in a charity sermon, would have been to 
invite a reproach for ittolerance, The gentlemen named might be trusted to use 
the occasions named only for the purposes which called for their special 
addresses ; while, to restrict them on an ordinary occasion of religious teaching, 
from the endeavour to bend th: congregants’ minds to their own doctrines, would 
have been an injustice to them and an affront to their opinions ; in fact, a course 
Utterly repugnant to all reason. 

So much for the charge of inconsistency ; which, however, is only a by-issne. 
The gist of the question is the justice and the policy of the particular iohibition.

JEWS AND ISRAELITES.,

It was eminently 
the designation of one professing Judaism. “ Hebrew,” “2y (ree Jonah, 1 9) 
was more stricily a vational title, and was snore generally used in conversations 
with foreigners, or as a distinctive mark between themselves and alien nations 
OMY TAN ONAN (2 Kings xxv.

MAXIMILIAN VON HeINe—Maximilian von He 


Heine, died on the 6th, the 74th anniversary of his birth. The Berlin correspondent 
of the Times gives the following particulars of the career of the deceased : “ Earl 
this morning, in a modest hotel in the Taubenstrasse here, there died of age and 
suffering Maximilian von Heine, youngest brother of the poet of the same name 
Born at Dusseldorf on the 6th of November, 1805, the deceased, by a strange coinci- 
dence, parted this life on the 7ith anniversary of the day on which he received it. 
His last moments were soothed by 


the presence of his brother, Baron Gustave von 
Heine, and the latter’s son-iu-law, Major Henry Count Sizzo-Norris. The deceased

PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND, 


— 


The October Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Funds falls 
short of former numbers in popular interest, although its contents are undoubie4| 
valuable, and it will be found that, for the most part, its literary notices are too 
complex to suit the general reader. The “Notes on the topography of the & 
of Galilee,” by Lient. Conder are a contribution to the elucidation of the sites it 
Capernaum and Bethsaida. The former name is a contraction of Cuphar Nahy 
the city of Nahom—not the prophet, bat a rabbi, named Nahuin the 04 
(Berachoth vii.

In our last notice (Ang. 8, 1879), we referred to the remarkablo pro 
identification of the rock of Rimmon, where the 600 Benjatites abode four 
months, with the Pomegranate-tree under which Saul pitched his tent, and henca 
with the modern Mug! dret-el-Jai in the Wadi Suweinit.

Un the whole, the arguments of Lieut. Conder do not seem to be sufficiently 
strong to shake the theory advanced in the July Statement. 

Mr. Birch’s theory of the “ nameless city” where Saul and Samuel first met 
(1 Samuel ix. 6), called Ramah by Josephus (Ant. 6, 4,1), we commented on 
before with special cautien. In the present number this crux interpretumis 
handled by Lient. Conder who while also advocating the utmost caution in sup. 
porting any especial theory, expresses viewe from which our own do not very 
materially differ. We suggested at the time that Ramah was south of Bethle. 
hem, while Lieut. Conder would identify it with Bethlehem itself. Mr. Birch’s 
remarks on the “Tomb of David” are of too complex a cheracter for us to 
notice here. The same observation applies to his note on “* Neh«mial’s wall” 
and the “Sacred Cubit.” It is worth while observing that in hia “* Note on the 
Two Pools,” he points out that the waters of Shiloah (Isaiah viii. 6) are not avis 
generally supposed the same as the waters of Siloam. Lightfoot tella us that 
Shiloah and Siloah are not the same, and the Mishnah tells us that “ Siloam was 
in the midst of the city.” The article on “the snpposed tomb of St. Luke, a 
Ephesus,” has no interest for Jewish readers. ‘“ A Journey into Moab,” aod 
Mahomedan traditions respecting “ Joshua’s place of Sepuliure’’ and * New De 
coveries in the North of Jerusalem” shed no special light on Biblical. knowledgs.

The Service was ably conducted by the Rev. V. Rosenstein. First Reader of the East 
London Synagogue, who was assisted by the excellent choir of the Stepney School, 
and by Mr. D. M. Davis (Choirmaster of the New West End Synagogue), who led 
the choir and accompanied on the harmonium. | 

The consecration sermon was delivered by the Rev. I. 8. Meisels. who took as his 
text: “ And the Word of the Lord came to Solomon, saying, concerning this house 
which thou art in building, if thou wilt walk in My statutes and execute My judg- 
ments and keep ail My commandments to walk in them: then wil] 1 perform My 
Word with thee which I spake to David thy father. And I will dwell amoug the 
children of Israel, and will not forsake My people Israel” (I. Kings vi. 11-13) The 
reverend gentleman, after congratulating the members on the opening of the syna- 
gogue, devoted his discourse to showing the primary object of a Temple, to the close 
connection between the continued existence of a place of worship and the observance 
of the Law, and also to explaining what was required of the House of God and of 
those who worshipped in it.

GERMANY. 

The widespread attacks which have of late been so frequently made on the 
‘Jews, and notoriously by the Court Chaplain, Dr. StOcker, are beginning to bear 
fruit. At Breslau, where these attacks have been carried on for the last year or 
two, the position of the Jewa has become so unpleagant, that some wealthy Jewish 
inhabitants have determined to leave the city and emigrate to Vienna. At Berlin, 
according to the | sische Zeitung, an “ Anti-Semiten™ League has been formed, with 
the view of diminishing the Jewish influence which is paramount in all branches of 
commerce, science, art, literature and of the Government. The statutes of the Leacue 
appear to be based on those which were supposed to have been adopted by an 
imagipary Anti-Jewish Society in America, and which formed the subject of an 
amusing skit in one of our New York contemporaries. 

' Dr. Heinrich Friedberg, the new Prussian Minister of Justice, is a Jew by birth, 
but became a convert to Christianity on entering upon his studies for the law. In 
his youthful days, whilst still a Jew. and on being asked what profession he would, 
adopt when he grew up, he answered, “| shall study in order to become a Minister.” 
Une of the first acts of the new Minister was to promote Dr. Simson. also a former 
member of the Jewish community, to one of the highest legal posts in Germany, by 
appointing him President of the new Supreme Court of the German Empire, 

_. ._ Pour Jews have obtained seats in the newly-elected Prussian Dict, Three others, 
Including Lasker, have lost their seats, 

_. The recent Feast of Tabernacles witnessed the 25th anniversary of the organiza- 
tion of the orthodox Jewish congregation at Mayence and of the appointment of the 
Rev. Dr. Lehmann as its pastor. The reverend gentleman declined to permit public 
celebration of the event, nor did he make the slightest reference to the anniversary 
in his journal. the 

The Jewish community at Stettin, which several months ago was deprived by 
death of its universally respected Chief Rabbi, Dr. Treuenfels, has found a successor 
to that learned man in the person of Dr. Vogelstein. Rabbi at Pilsen. 

The man who was some time avo arrested on the charge of having murdered a 
Jewish family named Gliser, at Wiirzburg, has been found guilty and condemned 
to death. 

In Baden-Baden there died at the commencement of the previous month Dr. 
Heinrich Sachs. of Cairo. The deceased, owing to a disease of the lungs, emigrated 
to Cairo about seventeen vears ago, and soon made for himself a high position in the 
‘medical world. He was appointed ‘Physician to the Khedive and honoured with the 
title of Bey. His residence at Cairo was a well-known rendezvous for foreigners of 
all nations, staying in or passing through that city. 

The Asylum for Aged Jews, situated in the Great Hamburger-strasse, 
Berlin, celebrated its anniversary on the I5th ult... The Justizrath 
Makower. who addressed the large assembly which had gathered together 
to celebrate the festive event. in alluding to the presence of several local magnates, 
referred in grateful terms to the assistance which the institution had received from 
the city of Berlin, from its infancy up to the present time. The institution has since 
its existence been enlarged by the aidition of two wings, towards the erection of the 
latter of which in 1872. Herr Adolf Reichenheim contributed 30,000 thalers. There 
are at present {0 inmates in the building, viz.. 23 men and 67 women. During the 
00 years of its existence. the institution has altogether sheltered 206 men and women. 

@ income and expenditure for the year 1878 were about evenly balanced, and 
amounted to upwards of 730,000 marks each. The gross income since 1829 has been 
1.478.285 marks, against a gross expenditure of 1,001,405 marks, On the occasion of 
the jubilee, the Empress of Germany sent an autograph letter to the Administration 
of the Asylum, in which Her Majesty congratulates the institution, of the value of 
Which she has had personal experience, and expresses her best wishes for its future 
Prosperity, being convinced that it will in years to come confer great advantages on 
the poorer Jewish citizens of Berlin. Her Majesty at the same time sent a donation 
together with a portrait of the Emperor. 


ON the recent journey of the Empress Eu génie from Abergeldie to London, Miss 
E. Salomons had the honour to present her, at the Waverley Station, with a handsome 
bouquet which was graciously acknowledged by the Duc de Bassano, 


JOTTINGS FROM ABROAD. 


Panris.—On the let ult. was published in Paris a new fortnightly journal 
entitled Le Palais, The journal is the “echo of the judicial world,” and is 
edited by a young Jewish barrister, M. Edmond Benoit ——At the request of 
the Minister of Public Instruction, M. Joseph Reinach is about to d for the East 
in order to make archwological researches in Palestine and Syria.—The first night is 


announced of a comic operetta, entitled “La Noce Juive,” which will be performed 
at the Opera Comique. 


Brveseis.—M. Astruc, the Grand Rabbi of Belgium, having refused to withdraw 
his resignation, has had the title of Honorary Grand Rabbi conferred on him by the 


Jewish Consistory. in order to commemorate the numerous services he has rendered 
to the Jewish community in Belgium. 


Tae JEWISH POPULATION IN THE AUSTRIAN Empire.—According to th® 
Tsraelitische Wochenschrift, there reside in Austria 1,588,175 Jews, of whom 628,875 live 
in Galicia, about 100,000 in Bohemia, 51,000 in Moravia, 54,500 in the Bukowina, 


&c. Vienna contains a Jewish population exceeding 100,000 souls. The Jews in 
Hungary number upwards of 600,000, 


Tunrtn.—The definite establishment of a synagogue at Turin, the delay in which 
has been a disgrace to the community for so many years, is commencing to make 
some progress. Architects have been invited to send in plans, with the offer of a 
premium of 300 lire for the best. It is stipulated that the total coset of the construc- 
tion of the synagogue must not exceed 300,000, 


ViennA.—The Kighteenth Annual Report of the Vienna Society for the Suppor’ 
of Indigent Jewish Students, an institution which has done some useful work during 
its comparatively short existence, mentions that daring the last financial year it was 
enabled to assist 266 young students who had applied for assistance. The total num- 
ber of applications received by the Society amounted to 384 The majority of the 
successful applicants were students of medicine, law and technical science. 


Russta.—One of the blots on the inner life of the Jews in Russia and Poland, 
viz., early marriages, is about to be removed by a decree of the Government. It is 
notorions that Jewish parents in Russia allow their offepring to marry at an age 
when they may still be considered children, so that it is no uncommon occurrence to 
meet with a Jewish wife who is barely twelve years of age, or a father only fifteen 
years old. Henceforth, by an order of the Government, which is intended to be 
general, males will not be permitted to marry under twenty, nor females under fifteen 
years of age. 

Augerta.—The Paris Globe gives an account of an imposing military 
display which had taken place at Algiers, on the occasion of the funeral 
of M. Lévy, Officer of Administration. The General commanding the division, 
the Military Intendant, the colonel and officers of the Zouaves headed the 
cortege, which was followed by thousands of soldiers and an immense crowd of 
civilians. The band of the Zouaves played several funeral marches on the route from 
the hospital where M. Lévy died to the Jewish cemetery, where addresses were 
delivered by some of the superior military officers present.—The Council General for 
the Department of Oran has voted the eum of 60,000 francs as a subvention towards 
the erection of asynagogue in the city.of Oran. The first list of subscriptions opened 
in the same city amounts to 68,000 franes, exclusive of the grant just mentioned from 
the Council General. 


M. Orrexnnacu.—In a work by Emil Pirazzi on sketches from the past history 
of the town of Offenbach, the followiug references are made to the celebrated com- 
poser of that name. Jacques Offenbach is not a native of Offenbach, as is generally 
believed. His father. Juda’ Offenbach (originally Juda Eberscht) was a native of a 
village of the Rhéngebirge, and fr . ently visited Dr. Formstecher (Rabbi of 
Offenbach) in company with his two young sons. The father, who eventually 
adopted the name of Offenbach, became about the year 1830, Cantor of the Jewish 
synagogue in Cologne. in which capacity he published a “ Universal Prayer-book for 
the Jewish Youth.” Some of Jacques Offenbach’s earliest compositions were dedicated 
to Dr. Formstecher. 


ITraLy.—Signor Porto, the Chief Rabbi of Venice, a-short time ago had the 
honour of an interview with the Queen of Italy. Her Majesty, during the course of 
her conversation with the Rabbi, displayed great interest in Jewish inatters, and 
spoke in glowing terms of the Hebrew Scriptures. She also made minute inquiries 
on the subiect of rabbinical literature.—-Signor Moses Da Zara, who had occupied 
several offices of responsibility in the municipal government, died recently at Padua. 
He was consulted in all civic matters of importance, and his wide culture and great 
sagacity gained for him the respect of the principal inhabitants of the city. He was 


-Mavor of Masera, and for twenty years President of the Jewish congregation at 


Padua. His liberality to his community was illustrated by an offer which he made 
to assume the entire support of the synagogue in the event of a decrease in the 
congregational contributions, The faneral was attended by an immense concourse 
of both Christians and Jews. 


Averro-Huncary.—A few weeks ago there did at Vienna Ritter Gustav von 
Epstein, who, at the commencement of the year 1573, was worth six million florins. 
and at its close was a ruined man. Unlucky speculations and an unusual sense of 
honour on the point of meeting his engagements to their full amount, were the 
causes which reduced him from affluence to comparative poverty, His reverses and 
the honourable way in which he acted secured for him the sympathy and respect of 
all classes. He remained to the time of his death an active worker in the adminis- 
tration of the Jewish community in Vienua.—A learned Talmudist and author, Dr. 

teuben Rapaport, has recently died at Tarnopol. The utmost respect was shown to 
the memory of the deceased at hi« funeral, when nearly every shop in the town was 
closed. Nearly the whole of the male population of the town, Christians as well as 
Jews. followed the remains to the cemetery—The Hungarian Minister of Public 
Instruction has, in a most handsome manner, handed over in perpetuity to Herr 
Frimm. a teacher of idiots in Pesth, a former convent in which he can continue his 
instruction, Herr Frimm, who is a coreligionist, had hitherto taught his pupils in a 
small /oce! at his own expense, 


Tux AGRICULTURAL Scuoou Ar Jarra.—The bulletin of the Alliance Israélite 
Universelle says: “The organisation of the International Commission for the work 
in Palestine has provoked at Jerusalem fresh agitations against the work of the 
Alliance in general, and against the Agricultural School at Jaffa in particular, Our 
poor coreligionists in Jerusalem, accustomed for ages to the régime of the Chaluka, 
which is still the source of the majority of the evils from which they suffer, never regard 
without an apprehension, easy to explain if net to justify, the foundation of works, 
the aim of which is to teach them little by little to withdraw themselves from the 
acceptance of alms, and to live from the fruits of their labours. For this reason the 
Agricultural School at Joffa has often been the butt of attacks more or less severe. 
The Alliance then proceeds to deny the truth of the allegations made in some Conti- 
nental Jewish journals that the religious prescriptions are not strictly observed at 
the school. On the other hand, the Lebanon publishes what purports to be the text 
of a remonstrance, addressed by the two Chief Rabbis of Jerusalem, to the Alliance 
against the irreligious tendency of the te aching at the school, based on the report of 
two trustworthy persons whom they had delegated to visit the school, The Magtd of 
two weeks ago also publishes a letter f rom J erusalem, announcing that in consequence 
of the complaints made against the religious teachers at the school (one of them is 
said to have been converted to several religions and ultimately to have returned to 
the Jewish faith) the Alliance had appointed M. Eliahou Sassoon, a native of Aleppo 
and a resident in Jerusalem, to direct and supervise the religious training 7 i 
pupils, as well as the thorough observance of the religious prescriptions, in which 
capacity he would be totally independent of the director of the institution,

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THE FIRST JEWISH BARRISTER. 


— 


Tue life of Sir Faaxcis Gotpsurp which is published this week is not 
that which would be ordinarily looked on as the typical life of a Jew, but it 
affords a most interesting retrospect of modern Jewish history. Sir 
Fraxcis Gotpsmrip was one of the foremost in the struggle for Parliamen- 
tary emancipation, but he shared the straggle with many others, and the 
story of it has been ofien written. Although Sir Isaac Lyon Gotpsmip 
was never absent from the Lobby, and Sir Fraxcis Gotpsmip published 
most telling pamphlets in support of the admission of Jews into Parliament, 
the name of Baron Lionst pg Rotmscutip was that which was most iden- 
tified with the cause of Parliamentary emancipation. The unexampled fact 
that the greatest city in the world five times selected Baron RotuscHiLp as 
their representative when by the law of the land he was incapable of sitting 
in Parliament, made him in the pubiic eye the most remarkable figure in the 
struggle. But this was one only of the great events in which Sir Faancts 
Go_psmip was engaged. Among other things, he was the first Jew who 
was called to the Bar, at which Jesser, Watery, Simon, Coney, and younger 
men were afterwards to practise so successfally. 

The records of the Jews in Eng'and before his time had not shown, as 
is supposed, an unbroken career of mere commercial success. A recent 
discussion has called attention to the name of a Jewish physician who in 
the Elizabethan Age had great fame and skill in London, but after the 
return of the Jews as a body to England under Cromwe.t, we hear of them 
almost entirely as financiers. It was as a financier that “my good friend 
Anrauam the Jew” (the title which Geoncs ILL. gave to Sir Francis 
Gotpsmiv’s great uncle) became famous; it was through finance that 
Moses Ximeyes grew rich, and tliat Sir Mexassen Lorgs founded the 
family which has in our time given birth to a jndge and a Cabinet 
minister. Feancis received a carefally directed classical 
education. His father was intimate with the chief educational reformers 
of the day, and one member of the family remains ia. these latter 
times almost the only conscious exponent of the theories of Dae 
and Owen. In due course he entered into a Conveyancer’s Chambers 
and made himself a master of the mysteries of law; but then came 
the question whether he was to be allowed to pursue the profession 
of which he had laboriously learnt the exercise. To Francis 
Gotpsmip it was not a question of bread. The riches of his father were 
quite sufficient to support him in gentlemanly idleness, but for him personally 
it was a question of an honourable career, and, more important still, it was 
a question of opening to the rest of the Jews the gates of the principal 
learned profession. Francis Gotpsmrp’s claim was accordingly pressed, 
and what might have been denied to a less obvious eligible candidate was 
gained by one so eminently qualified to use with grace the privilege which 
he sought. The decision of the benchers was justified by the career of the 
young barrister. After an honourable practice he retired with the rank of 
Queen’s Counsel and Bencher, and his distinc{iOn at ‘the bar remained so 
well known that. when the caracturist drew him for Vanity Fair, the legend 
“ Barrister and Baronet’ was that engraved under his name. 

But, he was also to be known as the pioneer of a new way not only 
among the world at large for Jews, but of a revisel ritual among the Jews. 
Professor Marks narrates, and no one had better materials than he, what 
share the late baronet took in the establishment of that which is sometimes 
called the Reformed Congregation. Whatever may be thought of the action 
of each side in the controversy which led to the establishment of the congre- 
gation, there is no doubt that Sir Pxaxcis Gotpsmip was earnestly religious ; 
there is no doubt either that earnest religion in feeling induced him to take 
Strong convictions were necessary for 
the action he took, not a mere passive, adhesion to hereditary tenets, 
but a conscious formation of religious opinions. Those who consider 
that to think for oneself on religious subjects is salutary, will respect 
the founders of the new congregation whether they may or may not agree 
with their. opinions. The healing inflaences of time have now almost 
destroyed the traces of the rupture that was then made, and at the burial 
of Sir Fraxcis Gotpsuip it might be said that all joined hands over his 
bier. But, the Jewish institution of most unquestioned benefit which Sir 
Francis assisted in founding was the Anglo-Jewish Association. ‘he Rev. 
A. Liwy has written the history of this part of Sir Fraxcrs Gotpsmip’s 
beneficial activity. The Alliance Israclite had been formed in 1860, for the 
purpose of improving the condition of the Jews in any country where they 
suffered from the existence of religious disability, or where they required to 
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be raised in the social scale through the medium of education and industrial 


establishments, Within a comparatively short time after the inauguration ) 


of the Alliance Israé'ite, Sir Francis Gotpsmip was invited to join this 
society and to accept an honorary office on its Executive Committee, but 
when the German war desolated France the subscriptions to the Alliance 
Israélite fell off to an alarming extent, and it was feared that all its useful 
work would stop. “During this crisis,” writes Mr. Léwy, “as indeed long 
before the occurrence of political complications, Dr. Brxtscn had sounded 
the alarm in his journal, the Jewish Chronicle. From week to week he had 
warned the Jewish public against the dangers of apathy and selfish isolation. 
He depicted in true and vivid colours the precarious condition of those 
communities which hitherto had been aided, politically and educationally, by 
the Alliance Israélite. In Sir Fraxcts Gotnsuip, Dr. Bexiscn found the 
man whose sympathies soon passed from earnest feeling to well-considered 
action.’ The precise feclings which animated all those who founded the Anglo- 
Jewish Association need not be analysed. Some may have encouraged it as 
a counterpo'se to the Board of Deputies. However that may be, the two 
Boards work now harmoniously hand in hand. To Sir Francis Gotpsaip 
the work was, like all he undertook, a task of pure and unalloyed charity. 
He keenly felt the misery of undefended communities of Jews in barbarous 
parts of the world. He had for years been their advocate in the House of 
Commons, it was his voice that from that august Chamber reached the ears 
of the Czar in Russia and mitigated the fate of the unfortunate sufferers in 
the affair of Saratow. A permanent organisation, for the purpose of taking 
immediate action when these barbarities (which were sure to be repeated) 
become known in civilized countries, was obviously ca'culated to be of greater 
benefit to oppressed communities of Jews abroad, than the voice of an 
individual holding his life and energy by the ordinary precarious tenure, Sir 
Francis Goipsmin, accordingly, aided zealously in the establishment of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. He had every right to claim the post of its 
President, For the sake, of unity he did not seek that honour. He joined 
in pressing it upon Mr, Jacon Watery, a lawyer like himself, a man of 
jadicial mind, and equally acceptable to all sections of the community. The 
secular organization of the new body was apparent from the very first. It 
was not a Board of Deputies representing synagogues, but an association of 
all interested in the welfare of the Jews, Its first Honorary Secretaries, Mr. 
Bexsamis Kiscn and Mr. Israrr Davis, were laymen, and the fact that the 
present able Secretary, the Rev. A. Lowy, is aclergyman, is a mere aczident. 
This association found from the first a powerfal spokesman to the world at large 
in Sir Fraxcis Gotpsmrp, and when the news of the terrible outbreaks 
in Roumania against the Jews came to this country, he placed himself at the 
head of the organization that sprang from the Anglo-Jewish Association 
for the special treatment of Roumanian affairs. It was largely owing to his 
personal influence, and that of his nephew, Sir Jotiaw Gotpsaip, working 
in co-operation with other influential men, that the meeting at the Mansion 


House was a success, and that it showed political Englishmen of all parties | 


ranged together against the religious persecutions in the Principalities. 

These events are fresh in our memories, and affe:t us Jews more 
nearly, but it must not be forgotten that the name of Sir Fraxcis Gotpamip 
was as great a tower of strength among those interested in education at 
large, and in female education in particular, as among Hebrew communities. 
He was treasurer of University College, and hivself largely he!ped to pro- 
vide the funds which he administered. Only the other day in the accounts 
of the opening of the new Town Hall and Public Buildings in Reading, it 
was mentioned that Sir Francis Gotpsmip had contributed a large sam 
towards their erection. It was to his exertions that Mr. Aupis, the first 
Dissentor made Inspector of Schools, owed his appointment, but he was 
unsuccessful, althongh he made more than one effort, in procuring a similar 
post for Jewish gentlemen who were as fully qualified. .The somewhat 
scanty selection of speeches appended to Sir Fuancis Gotvsmin’s 
biography appears to show that his pablic utterances were chiefly on Jewish 
affairs, but we think that if the selection had been extended, as it might 
have been with advantage, many very thoughtfal, and we are even inclined to 
say, prophetic, discussions of questions of more general interest would have 
been found. His thoroughly sound sense and impartial judgment were 
valuable on whatever subject he exercised them. It is said by the writer of 
his life that he was not eloquent; but Sir Fraycis Goipsmin’s speeches 
contain if not eloquence, remarkable instances of clear and logical state- 
ment, and some observations in the highest and most polished style of Par- 
liamentary banter. It is noteworthy that a3 early as 1867 he foresaw the 

course which public opinion has since somewhat tardily, and after almost fatal 
vacillation, taken with regard to Eastern affairs, Speaking in the House of 
Commons on Friday March 22nd, 1868, on the oppression of the Jews by 
the Servians, he said, “ The exhibition of such into!erance ought to be well 
considered by those who wished this country to forego its old Eastern policy.” 
In a speech made 80 early as 1868 he said, “ The expulsion of the Mussul- 
man from Servia, the prohibition of the Jews from farming and trading in 


: the interior of the same Principality, the outrages practiced on the 


Jewish population in Roumania the extermination of the Mabomedans in 
Crete, and in every other part of Turkey which may be eeparated from the 
Empire—these are the results of freeing semi-barbarous races from Turkish 
rule, the actual results of the process so far as it has gone, its probable ro. 
sults if it shall go further. And these consequences, I venture to say, you 
will agree with me in declaring to be consistent neither with Christianity 
nor morality, with religion nor with right. It would be vain to hope for 
the immediate e-tablishment in Turkey of what we should consider a gatic. 
factory government. But the best thing we can do is to continue to afford 
to the Tarkish Empire the support of England, making it a condition of 
that support that the Porte should gradually, bat with more energy than 
has hitherto been displayed, pursue the course upon which it has already 
entere’, that of improving its rule, and developing the rights of its 
Christian subjects until they sha'l have attained perfect equality with the 
Mahomedans.” 

That he had also as bis weapon the humour which seems nowhere denied 
to Jews, Sir Francis Gotpsmip in his speeches frequently showed, He 
ridiculed the conduct of the Servians by calling to his command the Jap- 
guage which the great Spanish novelist puts into the mouth of Saycno 
Payza: “Iam an honest man,” quoth Sancuo, “and a Christian whose 
fathers were Christians before him. I hate Jews mortally. What more js 
necessary to deserve eternal happiness?” The Roumanian outrages in 1872 
he illustrates by an apt quotation from Caoances Dickexs. Referring to 
the pamphlet which was written for the Anglo-Jewish Association by one of 
its Honorary Secretaries, he says: ‘“‘ The author of an able statement on this 
subject, recently published by the Anglo-Jewish Association, remarks, that 
if Josernh’s cup was found in Bensamin’s sack, it was because Josep had 
directed that it should be put there. It might, it seems to me, be still more 
apposite to cite a narrative, newer, though less authentic, than the Book of 
Genesis,—Dickenss ‘Old Cariosity Shop,,—where Sameson Baass hides 
a five-pound note in the lining of the hat of the boy whom he immediately 
afterwards accuses of theft.’ On the subject of the Saratow mock-trial, he 
says with a grim kind ofirony: ‘Indications of the result are to be foand in 
several entries in the appendix to the Senate’s report, of persons having 
‘disappeared’ and ‘sndden'y died’ in prison, which I understand to be 
Russian euphemisms for being tortured to death or driven by suffering to 
suicide ” 

The history of Sir Fraxcis Goupssip is a valuable one, not on!y for 
the services which he actually rendered, but for the brilliant example he 
showed of ‘Jewish birth and Jewish influences, observances und faith, 
resulting in a life of great and unostentatious munificence, a life of absolute 
purity, of great activity, free fron self-seeking and crowned. by the respect 
of the most iatellectual and distinguished part of English society.

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LETTERS ON JEWISH LITERATURE.—II.

The mediator between the empire of manuscripts and the territory of 
inting and active lovestigation is bibliography, the mother of the catalogue 
When the importance cf the codices was acknowledged, their description began 
to be more effectually unfolded, A favourable destiny decreed that this 
prominent and important part of 'ewish science should receive most influen.ial 
atronage from the State itself, in the libraries of which Jewish manuscripts 
ikewise shine as special ornaments. While at first it was owing to State 
institutions that these precious constituent parts of our literature were rercued 
from ruin, it was afterwards the State itself which furthered bibliography and 
made it practicable. In reviewing the large number of those fundamental works 
upon which the knowledge of Jewish manuscripts and books depend, we chiefly 
find government or other public institutions as their founders, The great 
registers of [talian libraries have, in the p esent century, been to a great extent 
angmented by the English. We nee! ouly be reminded of the immortal chef 
d' eucres of Steinschneider and Zedner to notice what English institutions have 
done for our literature. In those monuments of industry and learning were 
registered the catalogues of the books in the Bodleian Library at Oxford and 
the British Museum in London. Exhaustive and new descriptions of Anglo- 
Jewish nanuscript treasurers are, however, still wanting. Schiller-Szinessy bas 
with his great experience, commenced to register the acquisitions of the Cam- 
bridge Library in a very extensive catalogue, which car fally treats of the 
contents of the described codices. Only one part of the work has as yet 
appeared, but the publication of the second part may be expected in a short 
time. There is also every promise of the early publication of Ado!ph Neubauer's 
catalogue of the Oxford MSS, which, though only containing short notes without 
any copious descriptions, will still be of great importance to science. It will, no 
doubt, be highly interesting to us to become acquainted with the books of 

Oxford, the atorehouse of our literature. 

The German Government is not behind the rest. When the Catalogue of 
the Munich Library wes completed (between two and three years ago) hy 
Steinschneider, Hamburg and Berlin followed with the catalogues of their 
collections of Jewish MS3., which were published last year by the king of biblio- 
graphers, Moritz Steinechneider. (The Munich treasures had already been 
described in a rather slovenly and superficial manner by, Lilienthal, but there 
was no catalogue which gave us any infv:mation relative to the acquisitions at 
Hamborg, or the fine, though very young, collection at Berlin.) The master- 
hand which, in the catalogue of the Bodleian Library, gives us a fundamental 
book for our science, is also discernible in these new: works. Whilst Hamburg 
seems chicily to aim at German-Jewish and strictly Halachical literature, and 
possesses many valuable as well as many worthless works, the Berlin collection 
is areal casket of jewels, and in some works, especially those brought from 
Yemen, it successfally rivals Oxford. By adding to the appendices numerous 
literary and historical notes, Sicinschneider’s catalogues, like that of the Leyden 
University Library, will be raised above the standard of mere registere, ard will 
serve as itnportant gnides in the strict investigation of the numerous fields of 
Jewish history and literature. 

We perceive with great pleasure in all these publications, not only the 
supoort of which Jewish science can boast on the part of the State, bat we also 
notice many syinptoms, showing that of late the adinission of works from Jewish 
inquirera into the sphere of science has become a fact. The last Congrees of 
Orientalists, which was held at Florence, having to deal with many works bearing 
upon subjects connected with Jewish literature, evinced its appreciation of the 
events occurring in cur literary domains by a eerics of reports which displayed 
great interest in Jewish science. It may suffice to mention that a man of such 
high reputation as Ascoli gave an account of his investigations into Jewish 
inscriptions, a subject on which we may have to comment on a fature occasion. 
Berliner and Benedetti aleo entertained the company with extracts from their 
works treating of researches into ‘the field of Jewish folk-lore. But, what 
attracted the chief attention of the assembly was the “Index raisonné des livres 
de correspondance de feu Samuel David Luzzatic,’ completed by his son, Dr. 
Isaie Luzzatto. ‘This beautiful monument of filial picty, in which the eldest son 
of the immortal master gives a concise statement of 1,210 lettera left by bis 
father, is a pleasing precursor of a publication of those letters. The bequest 
consists of upwards of 3,000 such letters. “They are a!l arranged, most of them 
are dated, carefully preserved and fit for priut. In this collection we only fiod 
such letters as were aidressed to well-known savan(s, and which present to us a 
captivating picture of Luzzatto’s influential scientific relations with the fathers 
of our modern literature. The publication of this correspondence would be in 
many respects a laudable undertaking. Luzzatto did not belong to those learned 
men who immediately pat into print their ideas and discoveries. His merit 
chicfly consists in the manner in which he urged others and the instructions 
which, in his contributions, he gave to others with royal munificence 

Luzzatto’s discov-rica were given to literature by way of correspon’ ence 
Although many of his letters are printed and the contents or essence of others 
have become known to us through their publication by the recipients, still a 
collection of his letters, occupying several volumes, would be a monument of our 
literature. For, in the first piace, a disproportionately small number only of his 
letters are known, and many impostant observations, grammatical and historical, 
might still be found hidden amongst the unprinted documents And, secondly, 
we have a just claim to be made acanainted with all the thoughts and discovertes 
of this great inqnirer, In other branches of literature, even the private letters 
of a poet or savant, no matter of what prominence, are published ; why, there- 
fore, should Jewish literature, which is not at all overcrowded with productions, 
renounce the gifts of the genius of her greatest sons? Dr. Isaie Luzzatto deserves 
the warmest thanka of all friends of Jewish ecience for guarding the intellectual 
treasures uf his renowned father with the keen eye of filial love, and for paving 
the way for future biographers and publishers by his modest and unselfish 
labour. With indefatigable zeal he occupies himself with the production of a 
kind of family record of this ancient Jewish house, bringing together material 
for the biographies of his great ancestors, and carefully separating the unprinted 
works from those which have by one means or other found their way to the 
public. It is to be hoped that he will one day have the pleasure of seeing the 
publication of the entire series of letters without any abridgment. 

A second pleasing gift which was placed before the Congress of Orientalists 
was Signor Moiese Soave’s monograph, “ Dei Soncivo. With great practical 


nowledge the author, who is well known for his bibliographical inquiries, draws 


& picture of the remarkable activity of Gerson Soncivo, whose productions are 
not only of importance to Jewish but also to classical and Italian literatare. 
Besides iving authentic and partly fresh information relative to this great 
typographer and his descendants, his interesting work contains & list of all 
those productions which were printed by the Soncino fainily in Hebrew, as well 
48 in Latin and Italian, at Soncino, Brescia, Barco, Faro, Pesaro, Ortona, Kimini, 


Salonica and Constantino; le. Gereop and Geronimo Soncino, the Hebrew and 
Italian typographer, were formerly eupposed to be two different persons ; but it 
is now certain—and Soave bas farnished us with indubitable and incontestable 
proofs—that both are one and the same person. “Gerson Soncino,” says Soave, 
“ uniting the fame of two men on one head, may justly be compared to the 
pride of Italian printers, Aldos Manacius.” How surprisingly easily and safely 
the Jews mastered Guttenberg’s block-art and erected in every country in the 
early days of the invention, workshops and printing preeses, as well as “ Altars 
of Enlightenment” without prejadice and molestation on the 
of the Church, is a phenomenon (as yet not sufficiently valued) which did a 
great deal towards the enlightenment of our nation. It ia to be hoped that the 
liberal-minded Italian people will allow Soave’s wish to be realieed, and that the 
Soncinese (as Vienna did to her great son, Aldus Manucius) will erect a monu- 
ment in honoer of the glorious race of Gerson Soncino. e great labour of 
Zunz's life, viz , to accord Jewish science a place in the universitas litverarum, 
gradually begins to show its effects. The academies and learned societies already 
give as much support to Jewish enterprises as to other branches of science, 
There is no longer any reason for refusing admission into a public paper to a 
work, becanse it deals with Jewish matters. 

We will conclude this sketch with a few references to the further advance- 
ment of Jewish science by State institutions. The Academy at &t. Petersbarg, 
which so readily interested itself in the eubje t of Jewish archeology in the 
Crimea, has ordered Harkavy to print a new criticism on the celebrated letter of 
the Chazars which was fonad amongst Firkowi‘z’s manuscripts. Neubauer is 
engeged, on behalf of the Institut of France, on the continuation of the famous 
history of the Rabbis in France, and at the same time, on behalf of the English 
Government, on the completion of the catalogue of M33, at Oxford. The Vienna 
Academy continues to support Jewish labours, such as those of Miiller on 
‘“ Sofrim,” or to give them a place in its memorials. It is also possible that the 
Academy of Pesth will soon publish a work from the pen of Dr. L. Kohn, which 
will examive in bow far Jewish sources are important to Hungarian history. 
Thus we perceive the infusion of new life into all branches of Jewish intellectual 
activity. Although we have still reason to complain of the want of real patronage 
in Jewish circles, nevertheless science does not stand still. The old saying may 
likewise be applied here: “ Enlargement and deliverance sball arise to the Jews 
from another piace.”’

Tur Proposed RAILWAY JAFFA TO JERUSALEM.—A correspondent of 
the Lerunt Herald writing from Jaffa, says :—‘* Of the Papal railway to Jerusalem, 
the latest news is that the Customs Collector of Jaffa has been authoritatively in- 
formed that it is about to be carried into effect. Signor Pierotti is the originator of 
the enterprise, which is purely for the furtherance of Roman Catholic interests. 
Since 1876, the ideas of Signor Pierotti have been acted upon by his holiness, and, 
thanks to the zeal of Pére Ratisbonne and the religions orders, numerous convents, 
churches. and seminaries have been built at Jerusalem, Bethlehem, Beyrout, Sidon, 
and even one at Jaffa.”’ 


AMERICAN JorrinGs.—It will be remembered that when in January last the 
church of the Second Baptist Society of St. Louis was destroyed by fire. the Congre- 
gation Shaaray Emeth of the same city, offered the Society the use of its synagogue 
during the rebuilding of the church, an offer which was thankfully accepted. The 
action of the Jewish congregation gave rise to considerable discussion in the Jewish 
prees of the United States, but there the matter ended so fer as the Jews were con- 
cerned. Not so with the Baptists. The Rev. Dr. Boyd, minister of the Baptist 
Church, was not only severely censured by the St. Louis Baptist Conference for 
having held services in a synagogue, but the Conference further decided to withdraw 
fellowship from Dr. Boyd and his church on account of bis action.’ This withdrawal 
practically amounts to excommunication.—A few weeks ago a Jew having been 
convicted of burglary at Philadelphia, the judge, Mr. Briggs, in passing sentence, 
said that the prisoner was the first Israelite he had ever known to be convicted in 
Philadelphia. He had inquired into the causes of the freedom of the Israelites from 
crime and mendicancy. and had found that no people had a higher record for ob- 
servyance of the laws. The prisoner had cast a cloud over his people for which they 
could not be held responsible —The General Committee of the Philadelphia Grand 
Lodge of the Independent Order of Bnai Berith have taken preliminary measures for 
the erection of a fitting pedestal for the grand monument to Religious Liberty in 
Fairmount Park, Philadelphia.—The silver wedding of Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Seligman 
was celebrated on October ISth. by a reception at Delmonico’s, New York. The 
rooms were decorated with flowers; one.of the chief designs was a model of tho 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum, of which Mr, Seligman is president. Nearly five hundred 
guests were entertained during the evening. 


SABBATH History.—We quote the following from the Sabbath Memorial, the 
organ of the Eurofean Seventh-day Baptists :—There is no evidence that the First 
day.or Sunday, was observed even as a festival, until some time in the second century, 
The first law for Sunday was that of Constantine, in A.D. 321 ; from that time forward 
ecclesiastical and state influences were used with rigour to turn the people from the 
observance of the Sabbath, and oblige them to keep Sunday. Christians generally 
continued to keep the Sabbath until the fifth century, as is evident from the oldest 
authorities on the subject, of whom are Morer and Geisler. To this effect Dr. Twisse 
quotes Baronius, Gomaris, and Rivet. The same testimony is given by Dr. Lyman 
Coleman, of Philadelphia, in his * Ancient Christianity,” chap. xxvi. §, 2 :-—* The last 
day of the week was strictly kept for a long time after the overthrow of the temple 
and its worship. Down even to the fifth century the observance of the Jewish Sab- 
bath was continued in the Christian church. During the early ages it was entitled 
‘the Sabbath,’ this word being confined to the Seventh day of the week, which, as we 
have already said, continued to be observed for several centuries by the converts to 
Christianity. No law or precept appears to have been given by Christ, or the aposties, 
either for the abrogation of the Jewish Sabbath, or the institution of the Lord's day, 
or the substitution of the First for the Seventh day of the week” The Abyssinians 
have always observed the Sabbath. Traces of Sabbath-keeping in Europe are found 
from the sixth century to the sixteenth. In the year 600 there was a class of Sabbath- 
keepers in Rome who were denounced by the Pope. Erasmus speaks of Sabbatarians 
in Bohemia. Many of the Waldenses were called Sabbataiti, because, as Benedict saya, 
‘they met for worship on the Seventh day, and did not regard the Firet day Sabbath,” 
From references by old authors, it appears that in the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury there were Christian Sabbath-keepers in Germany, Holland, and England, The 
Sabbath controversy in England waxed great from 1585 to 1685. It has been con- 
tinued in England and America ever since, but at no period has it assumed such 
proportions as within the past forty years. The present number of Christian Sabbath- 
keepers in Western Europe and America is supposed to be about 40,000, with an 
increase of more than a thousand annually. This does not include the Russian Sab- 
bath-keepers, who are reported to number more than a million. Thus, from the time 
of the apostles until the present day, there have existed Gentile Christians who have 
faithfully adhered to and observed the Seventh day—the true Sabbath of the Fourth 
Commandment.

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THE MAGAZINES. THE LATE SIR FRANCIS GOLDSMID. 


The British Quarterly Review furnishes the second instalment of an article 
on “ Irenaeus : his testimony to Earlier Conceptions of Christianity.’ The article 
bas only an interest for Jews on account of its reference to Irenaeus estimate of 
the Ebionites, a Gnostic sect who were Jews in all respects except that they 
acknowledged the Messiahship of Jesus. “The Vatican and Civilization” is a 
contribution of a few facts to the well-worn theme of the opposition of the Church 
of Rome to the march of civilization. More interesting is the article eatitled 
“ What is Religion ?”—a sequel to “ What is Science?” After passing in review 
the Roman, Greek and Egyptian idea of Religion and the religious idea of Con- 
fucius and the Vedas, the author concledes that “ Religion is an inner sense of 
the obligation in man to an external object of a nature diff+rent from his own, 
which is regarded as superior in nature, position, power; which obligation 
rrompts to acts of reverence, devotion, or obedience with a view to please or to 

lacate its object."—The author of a review of “Impressions of Theophrastus 
Bach ”" inthe Edinburgh Review takes the opportunity to set down George 
Eliot’s writings as “godless, in its literal sense. They are without God, 
not against Him. They do not deny, but they silently and skilfully ignore 
Him.”—In the Theological Review, Dr. Russell Martineau criticises Colenso’s 
Examinations of the Pentatench and Book of Josbua, on the occasion of the 
appearance of the seventh and concluding part of the Bishop's magnum opus, 
the publication of which has extended over a period of seventeen years, 
having been begun in 1862. Like his precursors, Kuenen, Ewald, Astruc, 
De Wette, and others, Colenso distirguishes between the Elohistic and Jeho- 
vistic elements in the Pentateuch, or, as it should be more properiy called ‘in 
this connexion, the Hexteuch. He considers the Elohistic story to be earlier 
than the Jehovistic and also continuous, “ whereas the other passages appear to 
be disjointed fragments inserted into the former.” The clae to the whole theory 
is furnished by what Colenso regards asthe Elohistic and Jchovistic accounts 
of Creation (Gen. I. 1—ii. 4a. and ii. 4b.—1V. 26 respectively) — Blackwood’ 
Edinburgh Magazine concludes its series of articles on “ Syria” with an account 
of “The Maronites.”—Mr. Francois Lenormant contributes to the Contemporary 
Review a highly important article on “ The Deluge: [ts traditions in ancient 
nations.” Mr..Lenormant considers the Chaldean and Biblical account together, 
the Chaldean coming nearest to that of Genesis. ‘Then the Iodian, other Aryan 
traditions, the Egyptian, American and Polynesian tralitions are passed in 
review, and the comparison of them proves that the Biblical deluge is a real 
fact which Jeft its impress on three races—the Aryan, the Semitic, and the 
Chamitic. But there are certain legendary recollections referring to local 
phenomena, erroneously associated with the tradition which, being of compara- 
tively recent date, must be eliminated. In another article, Mr. Lenormant 
proposes to discuss whether in the conception of the inspired writers the Deluge 
was universal. In the fourth article on John Stuart Mili’s Philosopby, Dr. 
Stanley Jevons investigates the logical character of the great philosopher's 
view of “ Utilitarianism,” “the creed which accepts as the foundation of morals 
Utility, or the Greatest Happiness Principle, and holds that actions are right in 
proportion as they tend to promote happiness, wrong as they tend to produce 
the reverse of happiness.” The Benthamist view of U ilitarianism was strict, 
uncompromising and narrow. Mill revolted against the definiteness of Bentham’s 
and his own father, James Mill’s creed, and tried to give “a more free and 
genial character to the Utilitvrian speculations.’ But, Dr. Jevons shows in his 
article that John Stuart Mill’s attempt to reconcile his ideas on the subject with 
the Utilitarian creed utterly fails, and lands him everywhere in inconsistencies 


‘and confusion—in other words, that John Stuart Mill, though he suspects it not, 


was no Utilitarian at all. Dr. Jevons’s conclusions are very important, regarded 
from a theological point of view.—The current numbers of the Nineteenth Cemury 
and 7ime poesess for us the same melancholy interest that they embody the 
osthaimous contributions of the late Leonard Montefiore One would hardly 
imagine that the very slight imaginative sketch in Time of an English under- 
graduate’s visit to a pension at Havre, comes from the same pen as the contem- 
poraneous article in the Nineleenth Century. Considering that the lamented 
scholar, whose death has left such a gap in the community, knew, perhaps, more 
about the period of history on which he writes than avy living Englishman, it is 
almost superfluons for us to say that * Alsace-Lorraine since 1871,” is an article 
of solid merit, and shows deep political insight. Withal, it is as interesting as 
it is instructive, and the lucidity of its style is very charming, In forming this 
estimate of its valoe, we do not think we are influenced by any considerations 
ef authorship, althongh these must certainly deepen our interest in it. Mr 
Montefiore’s description of the exodus from Alsace and Lorraine in 1872, of 
those who wished to avoid becoming German subjects, is instinct with pathos 
ani that he was no Bismarckian there is abundant proof in the pages before ne. 
His opinion is that “ Alliance-Lorraine will one day be formed into a free State, 
the independence of which will be guaranteed by the Powers.” Another feature 
of interest in the present number of the Nixeleenth Century is presented in the 
Lord Bishop of Carlisle's speculation on “The Unity of Nature.”’ Though naturally 
disclaiming avy intention to treat the enbject from a theological point of view 
the article is in reality a contribution to the religious question of unity 
of design in nature as corresponding to and evidencing the onences of 
the creating mind, and it is this aspect of the subject which is important 
to us. As the writer concludes: “When we come to the consideration 
of a number cf reeults—all of which are possible under an original law— 
it would seem difficult to dispense with the supposition of some power 
some will, some choice, which has caused one form rather than another 
to have been allotted in any given part of the kingdom of nature.”—“The 
Philosophical Limits of Prediction” in this month’s University Magazine, by the 
author of *“‘ History, Science, and Dogma” is conceived in a thoroughly intelli- 
gent spirit. lt is neither sceptical nor irreverent. The article is eminently 
successful in showing that the allegorical interpreters of prophecy have com- 
mitted a sad blunder in their persistent attempts to wrench from their true 
historic context prophecies which plainly allude to contemporary events (like 
the famous utterances in Isaiah which can only have reference to Hezekiah), 
and to pervert them into mystic forecastings of the distant future. In another 
excellent erticle, “ Farrar’s Life of Paul” is noticed “ by a Hostile Critic.” The 
whole drift and value of the life is well summed up in the Gibbon-borrowed 
characterization of the Canon—‘ that strange centaur, a philosophic theologian.”

In a little volume published by Mes-rs. Kegan Paul and Co., Lady Goldsmid has told th 
of a life deserving of commemoration. Though it is more than a year since Sir Francis Golan 
died, it is still cifficult to realise that his place in the House of Commons is vacant. Duri _— 
eighteen years which he passed in that assembly he did not speak so often that his ahéseee & tbe 
be immediately noticed by the readers of debates, Still the honourable and infiuentia) ba 
which he occupied in the counse!s of the nation and his regular reappearance in sucresniec ne 
ments made him scem like a permanent part of the Lower Houve. His terrible death in May —— 
made a mournful impression at the time ; but the victims of railway travelling are numeroys ~ 
such accidents, as they are incorrectly called, easily fade out of recollection. To many of co ns 
the remembrance of personal kindness and munificent generosity will always be present: but Las” 
Goldsmid has done well in recalling to gencra! notice the life of a thoroughly unselfish servant oft, 
public, and a most patriotic adherent of an ancient race and creed. Her unpretending pages a — 
more than a slight sketch of a career more interesting than many wh« se records fil] buiky Saleen na 
The early years of Sir Francis Gold«mid carry the memory back to a time when disabilities which 
were a disgrace to any civilized nation were passionately defended in both Houses of Pariiame om 
and even when, in 1828, the Protestant Dissenters, und in 1829 the Roman Cathelics, «ere admitied 
to share in the ordinary privileges of English citizens, no relief whatever was given to ther lowian 
fellow-countrymen,. It was not, indced, till thirty years later that Jews were admitted to ait in hn 
House of Parliament. A Permissive Act was passed, whereby ei her House was empowered toon is 
the words “on the true faith of a Christian” from the oath administered to members on taking their 
seats. This the House of Commons did at once, and accordingly Sir Francis Goldan.id took his onl 
in 1860 for Reading, which he revresented till the day of bis death. An equally absurd ana mt ay 
lous difficulty met Sir Francis Goldsmid is: 1833 when he applied for admission to the Bar. The ! te 
Lord Grey, mm a note published by Lady Goidemid, had just declined in very cold terms to do he * 
thing for Jewish enfranchizement, and the Inns of Court had never yet received a Jew into their 
ranks. Lincoln's Inn enjoys the singular credit «f having first broken down this ludicrous berriee. 
but even this c ncession was g: anted after much discussion on the form of oath proper for the ocea, 
sion. Happily Sir Lancelot Shadwe'l, the senior Bencher, possessed a copy of what he asserted wae. 
the only genuine edition of the Hebrew Scriptures. Of this treasure Sir Lancelot was not a little 
proud, and on it Francis Goldsmid waa at length sworn, 

He became a Queen's Couasel and Bencher of his Inn, though he never acquired a large practice 
and though he retired from the profession altogether on the death of his father, Sir Isaac Lyon 
Goldsmid. Lady Goldsmid publishes a letter in which Lord Jusiice James acknowledges and accepts 
on behalf.of the Bench her offer to place a bust of her husband in the lis-rary of the Inns, a mon, ria] 
of which that body have more reasons than one for being proud. Both Francis Goldsmid and his 
father were urgent in their support of Jewish emancipation, and the former wrote a5 a yVoung man 
on behalf of his race in a way which excited much attenticn. A good deal of negotiation se ms to 
have taken place on this subject with the Government of the Duke of Wellington, which immediately 
preced d the Reform Act. Lord Lyndhuret was then Chancellor, and it is ef course absurd t. sup. 
pose that he had any sympathy with the political or religious bigotry of Lord Elaon. The part 
which Lyndhurst actually took is so highly characteristic or his fearless cynicism, that we give i in 
Lady Goaldsmid’s own words :—“ Lord Lyndhurst wished it to be made known to Mr Gol t. 
sinid that although he would be bound by his official position to vote with the Government on the 
mearure, he was favourable to the emancipation of the Jews, and woule privatety use his persona! 
interest to promote its accomplishment.’ The Bill Wasu:timately conficed to Robert Grant, brother 
of Lord Glenelg, but as everybody knows it failed, though it Was actually read a first time by a sma}! 
majority in April, 1830. Ita principle had been supported in Parliament so long before as 1923 by 
David Kicardo, aman of whom the Jewish race may well be proud. After the passage of the er it 
Reform Act, the Jewish Disabilities Bill passed the House of Commota, but unhappily Lord Grey's 
Government showed no zéal on its behalf, and thus the House of Lorde was enabled successfully ¢ 
pursue that policy of passive resistance which it invariably abandons in the face of a strong Libera! 
Government, backed by a majority in the constituencics. Jews were, however, about this tiny 
acmitted to be Sheriffs and Aldermen, and Baronetcies were given amongst others to Franci« Gold. 
smia’s father, and to the veteran Sir Moses Montefiore, who is sull among us. . The establishment of 
University College, London, the first suggestion of which came from Thomas Camp)bel!, the poet. was 
another object in which Sir Isaac Goldsmid and his son were associated, Lord Grougham, as is we)!

The election of Baron de Rothschild for the City of London led to the final passage, in 1858, of! 
the largest measure of relief which the Jews have ever obtained directly from Parliament. The 
Jaron's refiisal to use the words “on the true faith of a Christian” led to a difference of opinion 
among the lawyers in the House, the present Lord Hatherley, then Mr. Page Wood, contending tat 
they were not essential, whi'e the late Lord Romilly, then Attorney-ticneral, thought they were, 
Lord Romilly’s opinion prevaied, and no Jew was admi‘ted te Parliament until in July, 185%, the 
strange compromise, to which we have already adverted, received the sanction of the Legislature. 
Under Mr. Gladstone's Administration, a new form of oath for all Members of Parliament and per 
sons holding office under the Crown was adopted, which contains no referer-ce to the Christian faith.
